Judge Voorhees, chief counsel for Ben' Dickerson, is closing the final 


appeal and argument to the jury this afternoon and the occasion has at- 
tracted a big crowd. He will hold ths the floor all afternoon. 


When Judge Roche concluded his impassioned 
appeal 
Wednesday 


morning, he fell to the floor, overcome by the stress upon him. 
Physi- 


cians were called and he was taken frohi the the 
room. Dr. Pomerene 


states it was nervous exertion. He also broke a blood vessel in hsi throat 


The three hours gained in the arguments by Mr. Adams and 
Mr. 


Daugherty. failing to take their full quota of time was the cause of a long 
controversy Wednesday morning. Judge Roche began talking at 2:50 p. m. 
Tuesday and at 10 o'clock Wednesday morning announced he would prob- 
ably finish by noon. He had then talked 3 hours and 40 minutes. 


The state's attorneys declare there was a straight agreement, sanc- 


tioned by the court, that the attorneys for the defense should 
have so 


much time before Mr. Wheeler begun, and if they had not consumed the 
whole time, jt was lost. ,The defense claimed they had coming to them the 
time that Mr. Adams and Mr. Daugherty did not use. 


Judge Eason decided in favor of the defense, and 
permitted Judge 


Roche to continue till noon—a total of 5 hours and 
10 minutes; Judge 


Voorhees then started at noon on a 1 our f hour trip, giving the defense a 
straight away dash of nine hours. Judge Vocrhees started at 11 o'clock 
and will-consume .tha-enti^fternoon;

Thursday morning with-six hours in which to close the case for the state.

Judge Roche concluded his argu- 
ment Wednesday 
morning. 
He de- 


clared that the aged 
father, Elijah 


Thomas, was so old and infirm that 
a master hand could make him be- 
lieve any way wanted. He declared 
Grant Thomas a perjurer. He conced- 
ed there was ill will between Ben 
and Simon Hughes "because of Sim-

He expostulated that the 
jury did not know who killed Katei 
Hughes, that he himself did not know|

on the side of mercy. He urged that 
the jury charge not against Ben Dick* 
erson any errors be as counsel had 
made.

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Ashes of Vesuvius Form A 
Gray Pall Over Sunny Land

No Abatement Noted In the Activity 


of Mourit Vesuvius. 


Naples, April 11. — Vesuvius is re- 


suming activity, especially at Cerecot. 
The stream of lava.has turned toward 
Pompeii. 
All the bodies of those 


killed in the church at San Guiseppe 
on Monday have been recovered, the 
number being 105. Search is being 
made of the houses at Ottajano, where 
50 corpses have already been found. 
It is believed that there are still many 
to be recovered. 


A great eruption of sard Is observed 


on the east side of the main crater. 
•This is worse than ashes, as it is 
heavier. The ejection of ashes seems 
to have diminished. 


Fresh shocks of earthquake are oe- 


be felt, especially in the direction ot 
Ottajatto, Somma and Nola. 


At Ottajano, San GtfMppe and Ve- 


troops «w dealing the rains, 


tottering buildings and 


servatory on Mount Vesuvius, states 
that new small craters and fissures 
which opened at several points are 
likely to contribute to a diminution of 
the eruption, as they afford necessary 
outlets. The ashes and cinders which 
fill the air are causing much eye trou- 
ble, many persons in the worst affect- 
ed districts being threatened with 
blindness. 


Weakened by the weight,of ashes 


from Vesuvius, the Mount Oliveto 
market, which covered a plot ot 
ground 600 feet square, fell upon 20U 
or more persons, of whom 12 were 
killed, two mortally Injured, 24 dan- 
gerously and 100 less seriously in- 
jured. Several of the dead were 
crushed and mangled beyond recogni- 
tion. The scenes in the vicinity of the 
ruins were agonizing, relatives of tne 
victims clamoring to be allowed to go 
to their dead or dying. Only by the 
firm intervention of the police and car- 
bineers was it possible to keep the 
crowd from overwhelming rescuers. 


While the volcanic activity of Mount 


Vesuvius appeared to have diminished, 
as night appeared the prospect of im- 
mediate relief faded, and the fate ot 
the villages and towns grouped around 
the rolcapo, seemed more, hopeless. 
Even with the sun shining the light 
was a dim 'yellow, in the midst of 
which the few people who remained in 
the stricken towns, their clothing, hair 
and beards covered with ashes, moved 
•bout In the dwokUna W* W 
jbosts.
